U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  BEEF  BREEDING  CATTLE ^     gujiRENT  SERIAL  RECORD?, 
CALENDAR  YEAR,  I969 

A  1969  increase  of  over  kG  percent  from  I968  "brought  U.S.  inspections  for 
exports  of  beef  breeding  cattle  to  an  alltime  high  of  29,669  head.  Mexico 
continued  to  be  a  substantial  outlet  with  6,268  head,  and  Canada  showed  a 
marked  I'ise  to  9,^20  head  from  a  I968  figure  of  3,69^  head.    Herefords  con- 
tinued to  dominate  as  an  expoii:  breed  with  12,9^^  head,  the  majority  of  which 
went  to  Canada,  Chile,  and  Mexico, 

This  rather  considerable  increase  was  fostered  primarily  by  exports  to  Canada 
(up  155  percent),  Venezuela  (up  2k, 3  percent),  Chile  (up  36. U  percent)  and 
Guatemala  (llU.l  percent).    Total  export  for  these  countries  was  19j^59  head. 
Several  other  countries  registered  noteworthy  percentage  increases,  although 
their  quantity  is  not  as  outstanding.    Among  these  were  Honduras,  Japan,  and 
Argentina.    Mention  must  also  be  made  of  Africa  as  an  export  outlet.    From  the 

1968  figure  of  237  head,  total  exports  to  this  area  climbed  to  852  head  in 

1969  with  Angola,  Morocco,  Mozambique,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa,  the 
leading  recipients. 

Although  numcJidcally  not  prominent,  several  countries  registered  percentage 
decreases  that  are  worth  noting  at  least  briefly.    Italy's  imports  of  breed- 
ing stock,  which  reached  h2  head  according  to  I968  figures,  dropped  to  a  1969 
low  of  6  head.    Nicaragua  and  Ecuador  registered  decreases  of  35.^  percent 
and  26.1  percent,  respectively.    Other  countries  whose  imports  of  U.S.  beef 
breeding  cattle  were  off  include  Spain,  Okinawa,  Guiana,  Haiti,  Rhodesia, 
Portugal,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Guam,  Korea,  the  Republic  of  South  Africa, 
the  Philippines,  Colombia,  and  Jajnaica.    Together,  however,  these  decreases 
totaled  720  head  and  represented  only  2,h  percent  of  the  I969  total. 


Herefords  and  Angus  breeds  ranked  first  and  third  among  export  breeds.  Includ- 
ed in  this  category,  though  not  identified  as  a  pure  beef  breed,  were 
Crossbreeds,  ranking  second  in  number.    Herefords  alone  represented  i+3.6  per- 
cent of  the  total  number  of  beef  breeding  animals  exported,  with  a  I969  total 
of  12,9^+  head  (up  76. i+  percent  from  I968).    Exports  of  Crossbreeds  (up  U9.9 
percent)  reached  3^853  head.    Numerically  significant  were  exports  of  Angus 
(3,^^1  head).  Brahman  (2,977  head),  Charolais  (2,397  head),  and  Santa 
'Gertrudis  (2,192  head).    An  analysis  of  percentage  increases  reveals  note- 
worthy positive  changes  in  Red  Angus  (klk.J  percent),  Brangus  (83.6  percent), 
and  Charbray  (62.5  percent). 

Texas  was  again  the  leading  state  in  beef  breeding  exports  with  8,^+5^  head. 
This  total,  when  added  to  export  figures  for  Florida  (5,510  head),  and  Montana 
(U,871  head)  represents  63.5  percent  of  total  exports  of  beef  breeding  animals. 
Other  leading  state  exporters  were  North  Dakota,  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  and 
Arizona.
